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Justice Welch Holds ,. Wads- 
worth Man on Charge 
of Manslaughter 



RELEASED ON $1 5,000 BAIL 



New Witnesses Gave Testimony at Pre- 
liminary Hearing— Much Interest 
Expressed in Case 



Matthew Meyer, the Wadsworth man 
accused of having shot and killed Wm. 
Gallagher of the same village, had his 
preliminary hearing before Justice 
James Welch Thursday afternoon and 
was bound over to, the grand jury in 
bonds of $15,000 on a charge of man- 
slaughter. . State's Attorney Dady had 
urged that his alleged crime be consid- 
ered a capital offense and that he be 
bound over on a charge of murder. 

The- hearing attracted more interest 
than any similar case in years. Justice 
Welch's court would not accommodate 
the relatives and spectators and all re- 
paired to the Supervisors' room in the 
county building. This was filled to the 
very doors. 

The following witnesses were called, 
the majority having testified at the cor- 
oner's inquest: William H. Jordan, 
Mrs. Catherine Schultz,' Mrs. Catherine 
Mueller, Dr. F. C. Foley, Henry Sales, 
Edward Conrad, Miss Margaret Meyer, 
Andrew Larson. 

Andrew Larson, formerly employed 
as hired man for Meyer, was put on the 
stand and proved a valuable witness for 
the defense. 

He told of the charivari which fol- 
lowed the wedding of Meyer .on April 
14. At this time he testified that Meyer 
had intended to treat those who turned 
out but that when triey began to destroy 
his property he refused to do so. 
Among the thingB done at the charivari 
he said were the following: Windows 
in the house were broken and live 
chickens and sticks of wood thrown in- 
side, threw whitewash on the barn, tore 
the shingles from the roof of a shed, 
tipped over cans of milk, etc., etc. 
When Meyer went out of the house with 
a gun he says the party outside took the 
gun away ^from him, and made him suf- 
fer all kinds of indignities. Miss Mar- 
garet Meyer, sister of Mathew, bore 
Larson out in his testimony^ She said 
one . of the thingB done which showed 
the meanness of the men was when 
they took her brother's new hat and 
covered it with axle grease. 

The evidence of -Henry C. Sales of 
Russell, an old soldier, proved to be im- 
portant as it showed that the four men 
who drove to the house of Meyer on the 
night of the shooting had been looking 
for trouble. Mr. Sales was one of the 
most centric witnesses ever heafti. 
His droll humor kept the spectators con- 
vuled at nearly all time while he was 
testifying. 

In answer to question Mr. Sales told 
his history as follows: "The four men 
whom I have Bince learned were 
<5allagher, Lux, Deegan and Ruff drove 
up to my place about five o'clock in the 
afternoon. One of them got out and 
walked up to where I was sitting on the 
porch. 

"Was he-intoxicated?" a lawyer^ in- 
terrupted. 

"Well if I know anything about it he 
was pretty drunk," was the reply in a 
droll tone of voice. J 

"I had my shot gun lying against the 
house near me," he continued.' "I hnd 
heen using it to shoot hawks which 
bothered my chickens. 'What do you 
do' with that,' he askedtpointing at the 
gun. Oh, I use it for different purposes 
when I have to, I told him., 

"Then he grabbed it and so did I 
—he got the hot end. Then there was 
some nice stepping around in front of 
the gun then three of them got hold of 
it. Then the gun went off but I wasn't 
on the dangerous end of it. Then they 
threw mo down and took the gun away 
from me. One wanted to kick the 
stuffing out of me but they walked 
•'away wity the gun and left 'the stuff- 
ing in me. f 

State's Attorney Dady and Assistant 
State's Attorney Runynrd both asked 
that Meyer be bound over to the grand 
jury on a charge of murder. They said 
that he had premeditated the act as'he 
had had plenty of time to cool off and 
consider his actions after the affair at 
wedding and again on the Fourth of 
.July. "V V" '•'. .. ■ 

Attorney Pope for the defense made 
an'eloquent plea and showed how Meyer 
had been persecuted as few. 1 men have 
bean ; how he had stood it until he could 
stand no more and that when he did fire 
the shot he did it when ho thought Gal-, 
lagher was about to attack hiB sister as 
the evidence showed he was advancing 
toward her when the shot was fired. 
Everyone who heard it was stirred by 
plea.

If by the former I respectfully refer 
you to the several districts of Lake 
county (easily ascertained),' where I 
have worked and lived. 

Results are what you want — they are 
what I have always sought— always 
worked for— and they are what I want 
to come as witnessess for me in this 
behalf.

Upon this result judge 
me. If I am all right I ask your vote 
If I am wrong I yield the right to ask.

In the > fight State Senator A. J 
Olsen has been making on Speaker 
Shurtleff. whose defeat he seeks, to 
gratify, the-, animosity of Governor 
Deneen, Mr. Olsen is now getting much 
the worst of it. The Woodstock State 
Senator has made great pretensions to 
be ah especial servant of the dairy 
interests of this district; his promises 
tWo years ago, and his speeches from 
various platforms inMcHenry and Boone 
counties in the present campaign 
witnessing his strong ^claims as to his 
work for the dairymen. 

Mr. Shurtleff has turned the tables 
on Mr. Olsen, who did not know when 
he started In this campaign that a 
drastic bill had passed the Senate of 
which Mr. Olsen was a member. The 
bill in question was known as Senate 
Bill No. 438 and was introduced »by 
State Senator John Humphrey of Chi- 
cago. It was a measure that would com- 
pel all dairymen . to have their cows 
submitted to a tuberculin test. 

This' bill would bring much hardship 
on dairymen, for it did not carry any 
provision to pay those who might have 
cows slaughtered, except what the 
carcass of the animal killed would 
bring. 

The bill passed the Senate by forty- 
one Senators voting for it and not a 
single* Senator voting against it. Mr. 
Olsen was ' either present and did^not 
vote or else he was not atteridipg to his 
duty as a representative of the dairy- 
men. 

When Mr. Olsen commenced his pre- 
sent job of naming a Congressman, 
member of the Legislature and a full 
set of county officers in McHenry 
county, he stated from various plat- 
forms where he spoke of how he had 
thrown Dr. Evans, Chicago Health 
officer, out of the Committee room and 
how he had carried around ip his pocket 
a Tuberculin testing bill which Dr. 
Evans wanted passed. As Chairman of 
the Live Stock and .Dairy Committee, 
Mr. Olsen gave a graphic account of 
how he had routed the Chicago Health 
Officer and of other feats of prowess he 
had performed while saving the dairy- 
men from having tuberculin testing law 
saddled upon them. As proof of how 
he carried the bill around in his pocket 
and would not let his Committe consider 



their milk could be sold upon the 
market. 

The order thus promulgated provided 
that all cows that re-acted should and 
must have the letter. "T" punched in 
their ears to show that they were dis- 
eased, and cows only that did not re-act 
could furnish milk for sale. After this 
drastic order became^known Speaker 
Shurtleff went personally to tne Chair- 
man of the State Board of Live Stock 
Commissioners, Phil Hainer, at Spring- 
field and showed Mr. Hainer the 
injustice and illegality of the order and 
how it would get the State Board into 
trouble. 

After a full and complete discussion 
of the subject Mr. Hainer said that the 
State Board of Live Stock Commis- 
sioners never made any such order, 
as a Board, but that Dr. Wright, State 
Veterinarian, himself made the order as 
a matter personal to himself. Mr. 
Hainer also told Mr. Shurtleff that Dr. 
Wright asked the Board if they had any 
objection and that the Board told Dr. 
Wright, that if the board was not in- 
volved- in any way, to go ahead and do 
it, but that the board would not stand 
back of it. 

Mr. Shurtleff explained to Mr. Hainer 
how the State Board, of which he was 
Chairman, was responsible for the per- 
mission granted to Dr. Wright. After 
some.discussion Mr. Hainer agreed with 
Mr. Shurtleff's presentation of the 
matter and Mr. Hainer said that he 
Would see that Dr. Wright stopped the 
work he had started on. And it was 
stopped throught the part Mr. Shurtleff 
took in the matter. 

Dr. Wright, State Veterinarian, and 
A. J. Olsen, State Senator, are clos"e 
friends according to the later, and it 
is evident that such is true, for Mr. 
Olsen has obtained jobs for some of 
his friends from Dr. WrigRt, the State 
Veterinarian, one of the places an ap- 
pointed in McHenry County under Dr.

The two men were saved from possi- 
ble death by the interference of the 
owner's wife, who, with a lead pipe, 
beat off the anim al and rendered it .'-*; 
semi-conscious, just long enough for \ 
them to force it into a pantry where it 
was kept until it was shot to death. 

The victims are John Kolens, 11th and 
Prescott ' street, and Frank Slabe, a 
neighbor. 

The injuries to the owner of the ani- 
mal are the worst and it is stated by 
men who saw the victim that they j 
never saw such a mangled body as 
Kolens possesses, that is, from a dog's' * 
fangs. 

For a few days the animal had been 
acting cross. He snapped at children - 
and the owner had kept him in the base- . 
ment all Monday because of his actions. "; 

Later, he let the animal out for his . V 
evening meal and it was while he was 
eating that the owner started to take, 
hold of his collar to tie him up. The 
animal then turned oh him and then be- 
gan the struggle for life. 

The animal was a large brute and, 
anraged at his treatment, fastened his 
fangs in the owner's throat. The victim 
beat him off but the dog came back and 
drove his teeth into Kolen's arm. He 
chewed his arm from his hand to his 
shoulder and then got hold of his other 
arm and did the same to that. He even 
fastened his teeth in his master's side 
and tore deep wounds there. Half dead 
from the experience, Kolens was pushed 
against the fence and it was there that 
the~ animal had him pinned and was 
chewing him fiercely when his friend, 
Slabe,nppeared on the scene. 

Slabe tried to get hold of the animal's 
collar but it turned on him and fastened 
his teeth in his arm, also chewing him 
badly before he was rescued. He tore 
his right hand, both hands were terribly * 
lacerated and his face was also bitten. 

Just then the wife of Kolens heard 
the noise, grasped the situation and 
grabbed a piece of lead pipe with which 
she hastened- to the scene and dealt the 
animal a blow on the head that rendered 
it semi-conscious. 

The men hurriedly made thirr escape 
and others joined them and hustled the 
animal into the pantry where it was 
held until it was shot by a North Chicago 
officer. 

Dr. Kalowsky was called to attend 
the" men and he states he never saw two 
men' so terribly lacerated from dog 
bites as these were. The flesh on their 
arms is literally hacked to pieces and 
the men will be laid up long. 

Steps have been taken to have the 
animal's head cut off and sent away for 
examination as to the rabbi es. It is 
not believed that the animal was mad as 
it had shown no signs of rabbies. How- 
ever, it is felt safer to have its head > 
examined so that proper care may be 
given the men.

I wish 
to advlao you that up to tlio present 
time no ono of us have given them 
any information whatever, and should 
you be approached by any ono I wish 
you would adviBc me. Kindly lot me 
hear from you by return mall without 
fall."

WASTE AND MONOPOLY WRONG 



[Waterways and Forests Discussed- 
State and Federal Control— Coup- 
try Life Institute Is 
Favored. 



all that If brings. Borne of our fannlnf 
communities In th»/ Miealealppl va««y and 
In the middle Treat have made marvelous 
progress, yet oven the beet or' them, like 
communities of every other kind, are not 
beyond improvement, while much needs 
to be done In some other section! 'to Im- 
prove country life.- As yet we know com- 
paratively little of the baalo facte of rural 
civilisation. The means for better farm- 
ing we have studied with care, but to bet- 
ter living on the farm and to better busi- 
ness on tho farm the farmers themselves 
have given scant attention, One of the 
moat urgont needs of our civilisation la 
that tho farmers themselves should un- 
dertake to get for themselves a better 
knowledge along these lines, and then to 
apply it. Sir Horace Plunkett, for many 
years a "Wyoming cattleman, and now de- 
voting himself In Ireland to the country 
life problem there, has suggested In his 
recent book on the "Country Life Jtob- 
iem In America" the creation of /a Coun- 
try Life institute as a center where the 
work and knowledge of the whole world 



concerning country life may be brought 
together for the use of even* nation. I 



St Paul. Minn. Sept. 6.— Theodore

advantage. This development of corpo- 
rate action. It is true, is doubtless in 
large part responsible for the gigantic de- 
velopment of our natural resources, but It 
Is cot leas responsible for waste, destruc- 
tion, and monopoly on an equally gigantic 
scale. 

The method of reckless and uncon- 
trolled private use and waste has done 
for us all the good it ever can, and It Is 
time to put an end to It before It does all 
the evil It easily may. We have passed 
the time when heedless waste and de- 
struction, and arrogant monopoly, are 
any longer permissible. Henceforth we 
must seek National efficiency by a new 
and a better way, by the way of the or- 
derly development and use. coupled with 
the preservation, of our natural resources 
by making the most of what we have for 
the benefit of all of ns. Instead of leaving 
the sources of material prosperity open 
to Indiscriminate exploitation. These are. 
some of the reasons why it Is wise that 
ws should abandon the old potnt of view, 
and why conservation hns become a pa- 
triotic duty. 

Waterways Development. 
One of the greatest of our conservation 
problems Is the wise and prompt develop- 
ment and use of the waterways of this 
Nation. The Twin Cities, lyimr as they 
do at the headwaters of the Mississippi, 
are not upon the direct line of the pro- 
posed lakes to the gulf deep waterway. 
Tet they are deeply Interested In Its 
prompt completion, as well as In the 
deepening and regulation of the Missis- 
sippi to the; mouth of tho Missouri and to 
the gulf. The project for a gTeat trunk 
waterway, an arm of the sea, extending 
from the OnhT of Mexico to the Qreat 
lAkss, should not be abandoned. The 
Jakes to the gulf deep waterway, and 
the development of the rivers which flow 
Into it should be pushed to completion 
vigorously and without delay. 

In nearly every river city from 8t. Pan! 
to the gulf the water-front Is controlled 
by the railways. Nearly every artificial 
waterway in the United States, either di- 
rectly or indirectly. Is under the same 
control. It goes without saying; that (un- 
less tho people prevent It In advance) the 
railways will attempt to take control of 
©or waterways as fast as they are im- 
proved and completed: nor would I blame 
them. If we, the people, are supine in the 
matter. We most see to it that adequate 
terminals are provided m every city and 
town on every improved waterwav, termi- 
nals open under reasonable conditions to 
the uso of every citizen, and rigidly pro- 
tected against monopoly; and we must 
compel the railways to eo-opernte with 
the waterways continuously, effectively, 
and under reasonable conditions. Unless 
we do so the railway lines will refuse to 
'deliver freight to the boat lines, either 
'openly or by Imposing prohibitory condl- 
tfons. and tho waterways once Improved 
,wtll do comparatively little for the be-ne- 
•flt of the people who pay the bill. 

Adequate terminals properly controlled 
«md open through lines by rail n.nd boat 
mt* two absolutely essential conditions to 
hne usefulness of Inland waterwny devel- 
spment. I believe furthermore that the 
{railways should be prohibited from own- 
ing, controlling, or carrying any interest 
in the boat Itnes on our rivers, unless 
tmfler the strictest regulation and control 
(Of the Inter-State Commerce Commission, 
so that the shippers' Interests may be 
folly protected. 

The National Forests. 
If any proof wore needed that forest 
(protection Is a National duty, the recent 
•destruction of forests In the west by fire 
would supply Ft Even with the aid of 
the army added to that of the forest 

E-vice the loss has been severe- With- 
t either It would have been vastly 
»ater. 
■ But tho forest service does more than 
protect the National forests against fire. 
It makes them practically and increasing- 
ly useful as well. During the last year 
for which I have the figures the National 
forests were used by 23,000 cattlemen 
with their herds, §,000 sheepmen, with 
their flocks, 5,060 timbermen with their 
crews, and 45,000 miners. Moro than 
1,009 persona used them for other special 
industries. ■ Nearly 84,000 settlers had 
the free use of wood. The total resident 
population of the National forests is 
about a quarter of a million, which Is 
Jarger than the population of certain 
states. More than 700,000 acres of ag- 
ricultural land -have been patented or 
fisted for patent within the forests, and 
the reports of the forest officers show 
that more than 400,000 people a year use 
the forests for recreation, camping, hunt- 
ing, Ashing, and similar purposes. All 
this Is done, of course, without Injury to 
the timber, which has a value of at least 
a thousand million dollars. Moreover, 
the National forests protect tho water 
smpply of a thousand cities and towns, 
•bout 800 Irrigation projects, and more 
'Chan 800 power projects, hot counting 
•he use of water for theso and other pur- 
poses by Individual settlers. 

Country Life institute. 

The Investigations of tho Country Life 

*)mmlsalon have led the farmers of this 

ttrj.to realize that they have not boon 

Ing their fair share of progress and

am strongly in sympathy with this idea, 
and I hope to see It carried out with tne 
co-operation and assistance of our own 
people. Last spring, whilo visiting tho 
capital of Hungary. Buda-Pesth, I was 
Immensely impressed by the Museum of 
Country Life, containing an extraordinary 
series of studies in agriculture, in stock- 
raising. In forestry, in mining; the ex- 
hibits were of tho utmost practical Im- 
portance and were also intensely inter- 
esting and instructive. 

As a people wo have not yet learned to 
economize. One of the virtues we Ameri- 
cans most need is thrift. It Is n mere 
truism to say that luxury and extrava- 
ganco are not good for a Nation. So far 
as they affect character, the loss they 
cause may be beyond computation. But 
in the material sense there Is a loss 
greater than Is caused by both extrava- 
gance and luxury put together. I mean 
the needless, useless, and excessive loss 
to our people from premature death and 
avoldablo diseases. Wholly apart from 
the grief, tho suffering, and the wretched- 
ness which they cause, the material loss 
each year has been calculated at nearly 
twice what It costs to run the Federal 
government. In addition to the state and 
city health officers and organizations, 
there is urgently needed a Federal bu- 
reau of hoatlh. to act. so far as the Na- 
tional government properly may. to re- 
lieve our people from this dreadful bur- 
den. 

National Conservation Commission. 
One of the most Important meetings In 
our recent history was that of the gov- 
ernors In the white houso rn May. 1908. 
to consider the conservation question. By 
the advice of the governors the meeting 
was followed by the appointment of a 
National conservation commission. The 
meeting of the governors directed the 
attention of tho country to conservation 
as nothing else could have done, while 
the work of the commission gave tho 
movement detlnltenees and supplied It 
with a practical program. But at the 
moment when the commission was ready 
to begin the campaign for putting its pro- 
gram Into effect an amendment to the 
Sundry civil service bin was Introduced 
by a congressman from Minnesota with 
the putpose of putting a stop to the work 
so admirably begun. Congress passed the 
amendment. Its object was to put an 
end to the work of a number of commis- 
sions, which had been nppomted by the 
president, and wh<m contribution to the 
public welfare hod b*en simply Incalcu- 
lable. Among these were the commission 
for reorganising the busln^s-i methods of 
the government, the puhlle lands com- 
mission, the country life commission, 
and the National conservation commis- 
sion Itself. When I signed the Sundry 
civil servire bill containing this amend- 
ment, I transmitted with It ns my last 
official act a memorandum declaring that 
the amendment was void, because It was 
an unconstitutional interference with the 
rights of the ex«»cntlve. and that If I were 
to remain president I would pay to It no 
attention whatever.^ 

The National conservation commission 
thereupon becumo dorn.cn*. "Hie suspen- 
sion of Its work came at a most unfor- 
tunate time, and there was serious dan- 
ger that the progress already made would 
he lost At this critical moment 'ho Na- 
tional conservation emendation was or- 
ganized. It took up the work which oth- 
erwls* would not have been done, and It 
e.<er"lsed a moat useful Influence .n pre- 
venting bsd legV-datlon. In securing the 
Introduction of bett-r conservation meas- 
ures at *hc past session of congress, and 
In promoting the passage of wiso laws. It 
d^Eo-ves the confidence and surnort of 
every citizen interested In tho was. n>- 
velnpnent and preiervation of our nat- 
ural resources, and In preventing them 
troni passing Into t'"» hands of uncon- 
trolled monopolies It Joins with tho Nh- 
tlor.al conservation congress In holding 
this meeting. I am hero by tho Joint In- 
vitation of both. 

Pan-American Construction. 
When the government of the United 
Btates awoke to the Idea of conservation 
and saw that It was good. It lost no time 
in communicating the advantages of the 
new point of view to its Immediate neigh- 
bors among the nations. A North Ameri- 
can conservation conference was held in 
Washington, and tho co-operation of 
Cnnada and Mexico In the great problem 
of developing the resources of tho conti- 
nent for tho benefit of Its people was 
asked and promised. The nations uoon 
our torthern and southern boundaries 
wisely realized that their opportunity to 
conserve the natural resources was better 
then ours, because with them destruction 
and monopolization had not gone so tar 
as they had with us. So it is with the 
republlcH of Central and South America. 
Obviously they are on the verge of a 
period of great material progress. The 
development of their natural resources— 
their forests, their mines, their water, 
and their soils— will create enormous 
wealth. It Is to tho mutual Interest of 
tho United States and our sister Ameri- 
can republics that • this development 
should bo wisely done. Our manufactur- 
ing Industries offer a market for more 
and more of their natural wealth and 
raw material, while they will Increasingly 
desire to meet that demand In commer- 
cial oxchange. Tho more we buy from 
them, tho more we shall sell to them. 
Their prosperity la Inseparably Involved 
with our own. Thank heaven, we of this 
continent are now beginning to realise, 
what In the end the whole world win 
realize, that normally It Is a good thing 
for a nation to have Its neighbor nations 
prosper. We of the United States are 
genuinely and. heartily pleased to see 
growth and prosperity in Canada, In 
Mexico, In South America. 

It fa clear that unless the governments 
of our southern neighbors take steps In 
tho near future by wise legislation to con- 
trol the - development and use of their 
natural resources, they will probably fall 
into the hands of concessionaries and pro- 
moters, with slpglo purpose, without re- 
gard to the permanent welfare of the 
land in which thoy work, will be to make 
the most possible money In the shortest 
possible time. There will be shameful 
waste, destructive loss, and shortsighted 
disregard of tho future, as we have learned 
by bitter experience hero at homo. 

Unless the governments of all the 
American republics. Including our own, 
enact In time such laws as will both pro- 
tect their natural wealth and promote 
their legitimate, and reasonable develop- 
ment, future generations will owe their 
misfortunes to us of today. A great pa- 
triotic duty calls upon us. We owe It to 
ourselves and to them to f give, tho Ameri- 
can republics all the help we can. The 
.cases In which we havo failed should be 
no lees instructive .. than the casqs- in 
which wo have succeeded. With' prompt 
action and good will the task of saving 



the resources- for the people ;ts fun ot 
hope for us all. 

State and Federal Control, 
But while we of the .United. States ere 
anxious, as I believe -we are able, to be 
of assistance to others, t there are. prob- 
lems of our. own which we. must hot Tver* 
look. One of the most Important con- 
servation questions of tho moment relatoe 
to the control of water, power monopoly 
In the public interest There Is apparent 
to the Judicious observer a distinct ten- 
dency on the part of our opponents to 
cloud the Issuo by raising the question of 
otnto as against federal Jurisdiction. We 
are ready to moot that Issue if it Is forced 
upon us. But there Is no hope for the 
plain people In such conflicts, of Jurisdic- 
tion. Tho essential question Is not ons 
of hair-splitting legal technicalities. It Is 
simply this: ' Who can best regulate tho 
apeclnl Interests for the public good? 
Most of the predatory corporations nre 
interstate or havo Interstate affiliations. 
Therefore thoy nrc largely out of reach of 
effective state control, and fall of neces- 
sity within the federal Jurisdiction. One 
of tho prlmo objects of thoso among them 
thnt aro grasping and greedy Is to avoid 
any effective control either by state or 
nation: nnd they advocate at this time 
stato control simply becnuse they bellove 
It to bo the least effective. In the great 
flght of the people to drive the special 
interests from the domination ©four gov- 
ernment, tho nation Is stronger and Its 
Jurisdiction Is more effective than that of 
any state, Tho most effective weapon 
against these great corporation*, most of 
which are financed and owned on the At- 
lantic coast, will be federal laws and the 
federal executive. That Is why I so 
strongly oppose the demand to turn, these 
matters over to tho -states. It Is funda- 
mentally a demand ngalnst the Interest 
of tho plain people, of the people of small 
means, against the Interest of our chil- 
dren and our children's children: and it 
is primarily In the interest of the. great 
corporations which desire to escape all 
government control. 

Tho Conservation Fight. 

On of the difficulties In putting mto 
practise the conservation Idea la that the 
Arid to which It applies Is constantly 
growing In the public mind. It has been 
no slight task to bring before 100,000 peo- 
ple a great conception like that of con- 
servation, and convince them that tt is 
right. This much we have accom- 
plished. But there remains much to be 
cleared up. and many misunderstandings 
to be removed. These misunderstandings 
are due In part at least to direct mis- 
representation by the men to whoso 
Interest It Is that conservation should not 
prosper. For example, we And It con- 
stantly aald by men who sheuld know 
better that temporary wthdrawnls, 
Buch aa the withdrawals, of coal lands, 
wilt permanently check development Yet 
the fact Is that these withdrawals have 
no purpose except to prevent the coal 
landB from passing Into private owner- 
ship until concvess can pass laws to open 
them to development under conditions 
Just alike to" the public and to tho men 
who will do the developing. If there Is 
delay, the responsibility for It rests, not 
on the men who made tho withdrawals to 
protect the public interest but on those 
who prevent congress from passing wiss 
legislation, and so putting an end to the 
need for withdrawals. 

Abuses committed In the name of a Just 
eauee. are familiar to all of us. Man* 
unwiBe things are done and many unwise 
measures are advocated in the name of 
conservation, either through Ignorance, 
or by those whose Interest lies not m pro- 
moting the movement but In retarding It 
For example, to stop water power devel- 
opment by needless refusal to Issue per- 
mits for water power or private Irrigation 
works on the public lands inevitably lends 
many men. friendly to conservation and 
believers In its general principles, to as- 
sume that its practical application is nec- 
essarily a check upon progress. Nothing 
could be more mistaken. The Idea, widely 
circulated of late, that conservation means 
locking up of the natural resources for the 
exclusive use of future generations. Is 
wholly mistaken. Our purpose Is to make 
full use of these resources, but to consid- 
er our sons and daughters as well as our- 
selves: Just as a farmer uses hts farm 
In ways to preserve Its future usefulness. 
Conservation Is tho road to national ef- 
ficiency, and It BtandB for ample and wise 
development 

But In spite of those difficulties, most 
of which are doubtless Inevitable In any 
movement of this kind, conservation haa 
mode marvelous progress. I have, been 
astounded and delighted on\my return 
from abroad at the progress made while I 
was away. We have a right to congratu- 
late ourselves on thla marvelous progress! 
but there Is no reason for believing that 
the ftsrht Is won. In the beginning tho 
special interests, who aro our chief oppo- 
nents In the conservation flght paid littles 
heed to the movement because they nei- 
ther understood It nor saw that If it won 
they must lose. But with the progress ot 
conservation in tho minds of our people 
the flght is getting sharper. The nearer 
we approach to victory, the bitterer .the 
opposition that we must meet, and the 
greater the need for caution and watch- 
fulness. Oncn opposition we can over- 
come, but I warn you especially against 
the men who come to congresses such ns 
this, ostensibly as disinterested citizens, 
but actually as the paid agents of the 
special Interests. I heartily approve the 
attitude of any corporation, Interested In 
the deliberations of a meeting such as 
the, which comes hither to advocate, by 
Its openly accredited agents, views which 
It believes tho meeting should hnve In 
mind. But I condemn with equal readi- 
ness the appearance, of a corporate avgent 
before any convention who does not de- 
clare himself frankly as such. 

This congress Is a direct apeal to the 
patriotism of our whole people. The 
nation wisely looks to such gatherings 
for counsel and leadership. Let that 
leadership be sound, definite, practical, 
and on the side of all tho people. It 
would be no small misfortune If a meeting 
such as this should ever fall Into the 
hands of tho open enemies or false friends 
of tho great movement which It repre- 
sents. 

It Is our duty and our desire to make 
this land of ours a better home for the 
race, but^our duty does hot stop there. 
We must also work for a better nation to 
llvo in this better land. The development 
and conservation of our national charao- 
aqter and our free Institutions must go 
hand In hand with the development, and 
conservation of our natural resources, 
which the governor's conference so well 
called the foundations of our prosperity. 
Whatever progress we may make as a 
nation, whatever wealth we may accu- 
mulate, however far we may push ms» 
chenlcal development and production, ws 
shall never reach a point whore our wel- 
fare can depend in the lost analysis on 
anything but honesty, courage, loyalty, 
and good citizenship. Ths homely vir- 
tues are the lasting virtues, and the road 
which leads to them is the road to gen- 
uine and lasting success. 

What this country needs Is what every 
free country must set before it as the 
great goal toward which It works— an 
equal oportunlty for life, liberty and the 
pursuit of happiness for every one of its 
citizens. To achieve this enw wo must 
put a stop to the Improper folltioal do- 
minion, no less, than to the Improper eco- 
nomic dominion, of the great special 
Interests. This country, Its natural re- 
sources, Its natural advantages, lis oppor- 
tunities and Its lnatltutqns, belong to all 
Its citizens. They cannot be enjoyed fully 
Wily and. freely under any governmen In 
which the special 'Interests as such have 
a volco. The supreme political task of 
our day, tho lndlspensablo condition of 
national efficiency and national welfare, Is 
to drive the special interests out of our 
public life. t

Chicago. — Edward a Rltshcr. per- 
sonal counsel (or John R. Walsh dur- 
ing his flght against government 
prosecution and who died last June, Is 
accused of being a defaulter to tho 
extent of hundreds of thousands of 
dollars. 

Tho aocusatlon made public Thurs- 
day comes upon the people of Chicago 
as suddenly as did tho news of tho 
death of John R. Walsh's favorite 
counselor. The charges which attack 
tho good name of tho dead lawyer are 
many-branched and Involve double 
dealing with hlB law 1 partners, appro- 
priating a foe from one of them, em- 
belling from Bololt college trust 
funds, of which ho had tho custody, 
and robbing Mr. Walsh at tho time 
when ho waB tho most trusted con- 
fidant in tho defense of tho banker. 

Trustees of Belolt college, of which 
Rltsher was custodian of securities, 
and the deceased attorney's legal as- 
sociates decided to suffer whatever 
losses they may havo 'sustained in 
silence and not to air tho charges 
against tho noted lawyer. 

Discovery of RU.sher*B alleged 
duplicity was mado shortly before his 
death. Whilo In Now York ho was 
summoned to Chicago by his partners 
and asked to make restitution and ex- 
planation. Rltsher left New York, 
making an appointment to meet his 
partners In Chicago. Ho arrived here 
two • or three dayB before tho date 
of tho appointment He died sud- 
denly, within less than twenty-four 
hours of -the time' set for his meeting 
with his partners. 

Hero are somo of the allegations 
that are mado -gainst tho dead attor- 
ney: 

That securities belonging to Belolt 
college and valued at $127,000, which 
were In Rltsher's keeping, disap- 
peared. John R. Walsh came to tho 
rescue, giving Ritsher $27,000, which 
was turned over to the college. 
Ritsher then gave a note for $100,000 
to tho college secured by IS of his 
best friends. 

Thnt, after 'Rltsher's law firm had 
done a vast amount of work on the 
Walsh case, his partners asked If 
some financial return could not bo ob- 
tained, and Rltsher told them that 
Walsh was "hard up" and could not 
givo them nny money at tho time. 
Walsh, however, had paid him a feo 
of $170,000 and an additional feo of 
$50,000, which Ritshor concealed from 
his partners. 

That Ritsher converted to his own 
uso tho securities givon by Mr. Walsh 
to secure tho two notes of $25,000. 

That Ritsher "double-crossed" his 
client, John R. Walsh. When arrange- 
ments were being made for swearing 
out tho writ of certiorari in tho United 
Btates Supremo court Walsh gave his 
note for $25,000, and with it $50,000 
worth of securities as collateral. At 
tho sarao time ho mado out a note for 
$25,000, payabjo to John S. Mlllor, an- 
other of his attorneys, and gavo 
Ritshor $50,000 worth of securities for 
tho noto which tho attorney was to 
turn over to Miller.

Tho northern .section of Alberta has 
been naturally anxious to Impress the 
world with tho fact that it has not 
suffered- from drought, and this.is quite 
true. Wheat crops run from 20 to 30 
bushels to an acre, but in a report 
such as this it Is really only possible 
to deal with the province as, a wholo 
and while the estimate may seem very

When the very light rainfall 'and 
other eccentricities of the past season 
aro taken into account, it seems noth- 
ing short of a miracle that the Cana- 
dian West should have produced 102 
million bushels' of wheat, which Is 
less than 1 IS million bushels short ^ot 
tho crop of 1909. It, Is for tho West 
generally a paying crop and" perhaps I 
the best advertisement tho country 
has over had, as It shows that no mat- 
ter, how dry tho year, with thorough 
tillage, good seed and proper methods 
of conserving th6 moisture, a crop can 
always bo produced. 

As somo ovldenco of tho fooling of 
the farmers, aro submitted letters 
written by farmers but a few days 
ago, and they offer tho best. proof that 
can bo given.

Gajena, 111. — Engineer Frank Tucker 
was killed, three other* persons wero 
probably fatally injured and a dozen 
or moro were Iobs seriously hurt Mon- 
day when •passonger train No. 5 V on 
tho Illinois Central railroad jumped 
tho track eight miles east of hero and 
went into the ditch. 

Tho accident occurred^ on* a sharp 
curve and all cars except one left tho 
track and foil over on tholr sides. 

Tucker was caught on the gangway 
between tho tender and the locomo- 
tive when the engine plunged through 
tho 6pen .rail and turned over. He 
'was pinioned by a steel plate that 
held him suspended by the feet until 
ho was scalded to death by steam es- 
caping from a broken pipe. , 

In tho first confusion It was report- 
ed that four passengers had been 
buried under ono car and a mall clerk 
killed when the car was smashed. All 
woro later accounted for. 

Every car' but the last, which was a 
diner, loft the track. Tho train turned 
over, throwing many passengers 
across tho cars. A wild panic ensued. 

Screams and moans • were heard 
above the loud hiss of the steam es- 
caping from tho .engine and passen- 
gers in terror fought tholr way across 
tho berth and .seat sides to doors and 
windows. . 

Several passengers in tho diner nar- 
rowly escaped serious injury when 
china and glassware was scattered 
over tho car. Flying glass In other 
cars added to the scenes of terror. . 

Train No. 5, tho fast mail, the popu- 
lar Illinois Central train for western 
Iowa and South Dakota points, car- 
ries. thrco sleeping cars, ono chair car, 
and a through ' coach to Sioux 
city. 

The train was Bald to bo a few mln-. 
utes late and was making up tlmo 
when tho accident occurred. 

Tho heavy steel back of tho mall 
coach broke tho shock and proventod 
a much worse disaster. Doctors from 
here wore rushed out and relief and 
a wrecking train from Dubuque was 
sent to the place of disaster with 
doctors and nurses. The injured wero 
taken to Dubuquo hospitals.
